Aweek later! went to Dunhams Bay, for 
their weekend light varmint - heavy var- 
mint classes match. We started off with 
light varmint rifles.

Okay, 
here we go ... the bolt handle has just 
come smartly to the rear.

Of course ... the bullet is still 
lodged in the barrel . . . and the powder is 
all over the action, the trigger, and Lake 
George in general. Look around wildly. 
It’s just the warmup match, but don’t dis- 
turb the shooters on line. Think, man, 
think. | had read somewhere . . . perhaps 
in Precision Shooting . . . that a cigarette

The grass, fifty yards in front of 
my bench was burning merrily, but what 
the hell. .. the forest rangers will eventu- 
ally spot it from their lookout stations. | 
threw another round into the action, sat 
down, and ... the rangemaster said...

about did? Thank 
you.). 

Several of my friends (?) remarked 
about the absence of shots on my 
warmup target. | told them that | had de- 
cided not to fire the warmup match at the 
last moment. It was the coward’s way out 
of explaining, but it was a long story, and 
what the hell. When Liz asked me what 
the blazes | was doing, running in and out 
of the clubhouse during a match, | told her 
that | had to use the rest room. It seemed 
easier than telling the truth. | just sur- 
mised that | had some foreign object in the 
chamber . . . and cleaned the devil out of 
the chamber. Sure didn’t have to clean 
the bore. 

Okay ... first record match. “Com- 
mence fire”. Everybody did. Except me. 
The bolt handle wouldn't go down. Seven 
minutes later ... DNQ. The entire firing 
line has offered me their rifle to shoot. A 
guy going by on a motorcycle has offered 
to let me shoot his zip gun. Go away, all of 
you. Grief is a private thing. Surely, | can 
understand that Heaven wishes to punish 
me for some of the dumber things that I've 
done .. . but this seems to be getting out 
of hand. | mean, the punishment should fit 
the crime. . . and Adolph Eichmann didn't 
deserve this. Seely Masker came by... 
examined the rifle ... and solemnly an- 
nounced that | had another extractor that 
had “gone south”. 

How mad was |? Well, for the rest of the 
match. ..they ORDERED my relay to the 
firing line. . .but they ASKED me if! would 
please take my bench. That’s mad, friend. 
Ididn’t swear. ..orcarryon. ..butwhere 
| stepped . . . no grass has grown since. 

About three days later, | fell into the 
shop of Jim Greenawalt, in Yonkers, New 
York. Clutching a light varmint rifle. A Hall 
action rifle that had had four different bar- 
rels on it during its little life with me. . .and 
had never shot better than mediocre ... 
with any of them... with allof them. APS 
advertiser, a barrelmaker, Mark 
Chanlynn, of Rocky Mountain Rifle 
Works, was persuaded to send Mr. 
Greenawalt a barrel, post-haste. How 
post haste? Well, when he asked how 
quickly | needed it ... | asked him what 
time his watch showed at the moment. 
The barrel went out the next day. The 
power of the press. Or something. 

Mr. Greenawalt was instructed to tear 
the rifle apart, re-bed it, and look for 
something that might not be quite cricket. 
The bolt handle was awful close to the 
stock . . . but not quite touching. The trig- 
ger was awful close to the trigger guard 
... but not quite touching. How close is 
“quite close”? About the thickness of a 
piece of bond paper. But... who knows 
what is happening during the firing of a 


rangemasters? | 
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live round? Both were opened up further. 
And the new Chanlynn barrel was in- 
Stalled. 

The new rifle . . . correction . . . the re- 
built, rebarreled rifle was delivered to me 
at the IBS Nationals. Fired a few groups 
with it the day before, on the practice 
range, and it sure seemed to want to 
shoot. What the heck . . . let’s wing it. We 
fire for record tomorrow. Yay! 

Okay, sporter class, 100 yards. My re- 
cord groups were: .272, .211, .269, .222, 
and .144. One hundred yard agg of .2236. 
On to light varmint class. Groups of .292, 
.216, .138, .314, and .321. One hundred 
yard agg of .2562. Seventh place in 


sporter ... twelfth place in light varmint. 
My friends (?) were regarding . . . viewing 
. my shooting with ... well ... rising 


hysteria. Jim Greenawalt took to follow- 
ing me about, closely. When | protested 
that | did not need a bodyguard. . . the fel- 
low responded that he was merely keep- 
ing guard over The Enchanted Rifle ... 
and what happened to me was inconse- 
quential. It’s good to have friends. 

Now, for the first time in my life, I've got 
a ten and a half pound rifle that not only 
shoots . . . but it appears as if | am able to 
shoot it as well (he followed me home, ma. 
Can | keep him? Can I, huh?). While | was 
sitting there, at the end of the day. . . with 
thoughts running through my head ... 
what have | done? ... If you shoot well 
just once ... all the ninnies in the world 
expect you to doit. . . well, regularly. Dick 
Maretzo came walking past. “Dave, you 
can’t shoot a ten and a half pound rifle 
worth a tinker’s damn. Would you mind 
explaining what the heck suddenly hap- 
pened to you today?” “Richard, as you 
know, the first rule of the scientific, disci- 
plined researcher is that he must only 
change one thing at a time, so that whena 
change is brought about, the exact cause 
can be isolated and identified”. “Right. So 
what was it that your changed?” “Unfor- 
tunately, just about everything. Jim 
Greenawalt virtually took the rifle into a 
hundred component parts, and rebuilt it 
from the ground up. The barrelis new, A 1 
in 13 twist cut-rifled 6mm barrel from a big

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bore shooter’s barrel maker. And since | 
finally got tired of listening to Jim 
Greenawalt talk about the virtues of 
shooting free recoil rather than holding 
the rifle. . . well, today | shot free recoil for 
the first time in my life with the ten and a 
half pound rifle.” The good doctor walked 
away, shaking his head. Obviously there 
was but little that he could learn ... of 
value .. . from my day. 

The following day, the 200 yard stage 
for both classes, saw Your Hero go to 
pieces generally, and just barely make top 
twenty in the sporter class. Why? Simple 

. | just plain left my brains back in the 
loading area, or the motel room, or some 
such obscure place. The same darn thing 
happened to mein heavy varmint class, at 
the longer yardage. The Council Cup con- 
ditions each time were distinctly ... 
drafty. Not only was the wind moving 
about right briskly ... it was rapidly 
changing directions. Over a seven minute 
period you got to see wind flags going 
from every point on the compass, plus a 
few other directions . .. such as straight 
up, and straight down. Also, it was a heck 
of a challenge to pick out the “prevailing 
condition” for your group. As soon as 
they called “cease fire” for the previous 
relay, you would grab your rifle and 
ammo, and go charging up to the line... 
get set up on the bench, while the target 
crew was changing targets . . . watching 
those wind flags. Just before the “com- 
mence fire” order . . . thinking to yourself 

. “it’s been blowing right to left for eight 
minutes now. Obviously that’s the condi- 
tion to shoot, all right. ‘Commence fire’. 
Two minutes, two shots on sighter, wind 


still moving right to left .. . okay, let’s go 
upstairs to the record target. . . that’s the 
condition, for sure”. Bam, one record shot 
into the mothball. Conditions going right 
to left. Slam another one into the cham- 
ber. Suddenly . . . left to right. Howling left 
to right. And the rangemaster says “half 
time”. Back to the sighter. How much to 
hold off? If only | hadn’t shot that one 


cursed shot ... mumble... mumble. 
There follows a few quotes ... a few 
thoughts ... and a few laughs ... from 


the IBS Nationals. If you enjoy the things | 
enjoy . . .readon. If not, go looking for the 
Trading Post ads. 

— Agroup of us were trying to pick out 
the “prevailing condition” ... and going 
crazy trying it. | was stomping off to the 
firing line (death before dishonor), when 
some wag asked me what | was going to 
shoot this time (for a “condition”). | replied 
something to the effect of ... “well, I’ve 
tried every blasted condition going, this 
side of a howling gale. This time. . .| think 
I'll shoot the howl . . . and see what hap- 
pens”. Lo and behold, for some reason 
known but to heaven ... it was a rather 
good group down there on my record tar- 
get. Whereupon in a moment of whimsy 

. the gang of shooters around me took 
up the comment, the quip .. . “shoot the 
howl; that’s the condition to pick”. “Shoot 
the howl” spread ... as a comment... 
good for a laugh, certainly. About two 
groups later, up on the firing line, | over- 
heard, “Lowell Frei is tearin’ us up at the 
moment. | hear that he’s ‘shootin; the 
howl’ for a condition. Maybe we ought to 
try that”. “What the hell is ‘shooting the

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howl’ anyway?”. “I don’t really know ... 
apparently it’s acommon technique at Vi- 
salia”. Anybody in 1988 . . . who elects to 
“shoot the howl” ... 1 want royalties ... 
even from the Visalia shooters. 

— While benchrest custom actions are 
(hopefully) fine examples of precision ma- 
chining . .. some of them. . . considering 
the price involved . . . should work a little 
more smoothly than the way they come 
from the maker. A good example is the 
Wichita, which, with its three lug lockup, 
has the potential to be a superior accura- 


cy product. Alas, an overly heavy main- 
spring makes it a bit of a stinker to work 
with. At the IBS Nationals, Liz Brennan 
got achance to try Brian Rubright’s heavy 
varmint, Wichita action, as reworked by 
Bart Wieder. Liz’s heavy bench gun is a 
Wichita actioned “cruiser” of about 18 
pounds weight. | will never know a mo- 
ment’s peace... apparently . . . until Mr. 
Wieder reworks her Wichita action. And, 
at the same match, | had occasion to try a 
Teddy action, reworked by the same Mr. 
Wieder. Smooth as greased glass, an ab- 
solute joy to shoot. To quote a line from 
Stephen Vincent Benet’s great short 
story “The Devil and Daniel Webster” .. .

“Even the damned may salute the elo- 
quence of Mr. Webster”. Conversely .. . 
even mechanical clods, such as the edi- 
tor, may try the function of a Bart Wieder 
action rework. . . lock up, and say simply 
... “that’s nice, real nice”. 

The IBS Nationals re-established one 
thing, at least, in my mind. When condi- 
tions are good, at the 100 yard mark... 
we find out who has the hot equipment, 
and who has the hot equipment tuned up 
the way that it should be tuned. But... at 
200 yards ... with the wind whipping 
around, and switching directions every 
five seconds ... we find out who can 
SHOOT. For me, at least, at 200 yards at 
Council Cup . . . there was not much suc- 
cess to be found in the thought “time is 
running down, and this condition looks 
awfully close to the condition I’ve used for 
my previous two shots, so. . .”. Youcould 
think that way all right . . . but you better 
put the shot on your sighter target. Those 
people who did well at 200 yards fre- 
quently had a sighter target that looked 
as if someone had given it a shotgun 
blast. But. ..a windy, switchy day at 200 
yards ... and it becomes a mind game. 
Maybe ... the previous day ... a calm 
100 yard day ... maybe you were out- 
gunned ... by the guy with the better 
equipment ... the better tuned equip- 
ment. At 200 yards, with the wind moving, 
and switching ... like the Constitution 
says... “allmenare created equal”. Here 
is where you can make up lost ground in 
big chunks ... if you will only accept the 
fact that you are not going to be able to 
rapid-fire a number of shots together ... 
you are not going to be able to hunt-and- 
peck your five shots ... rather you are 
going to have to go to that sighter, and 
learn the value of those different wind flag 
changes for that particular bench that you 
are then occupying. Matches are won or 
lost at 200 yards. And, in sporting condi- 
tions, the shooter who does well is the 
guy who has his head on straight that day, 
and who doesn’t make dumb errors of 
judgement. In the heavy varmint stage of 
the IBS Nationals ... | would estimate 
that there was an absolute minimum of 50 
rifles on line that were capable of winning 
the grand agg (because of the tough 200 
yard conditions) . . . but less than 10 rifles 
capable of winning the 100 yard stage... 
where the good conditions that prevailed 
saw The Gonzo Dentist “in the sixteens” 
for a winning range aggregate. There are 
too many shooters who dread “tough 
conditions”. Actually, unless you have a 
known “tack driver” ... that HAS previ- 
ously fired a “teens” aggregate. . . you've 
probably got a better chance of pulling off 
an upset win in “conditions” than you 
have on a calm day! 
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U.S. BENCHREST

York, arguably the premier heavy gun 
shooter of the day, shot his way into the 
Benchrest Hall of Fame at the 1987 IBS 
Heavy Bench Championships. Mr. Mask- 
er will be inducted into the Hall, with ap- 
propriate ceremony, at the 1988 Super 
Shoot.

Dear Dave, 


| would like to comment on Tony 
Boyer’s article concerning barrels and 
barrel life, etc. His classification of 34 
barrels in six groups is near to a statisti- 
cal bell curve; the high number of barrels 
on the lower end probably reflects his 
high standards. 

| think he is close to being on the mark 
in the relationship of barrel life and accu- 
racy. It is my experience that a good bar- 
rel will lose it’s edge between 2500 and 
3000 rounds. This is with the Pyro-Dux 
treatment which we believe doubles the 
life of the barrel. Sometime ago | sent a 
Sporter gun to my gunsmith (2400 
rounds through the barrel) with instruc- 
tions to re-crown and re-chamber if need- 
ed. It came back with a new crown and 
the gunsmith could not believe it had 
2400 rounds through it. 

Some of my best group and aggs have 
been fired between 1500 to 3000 rounds. 
AN eighteen agg at 2800 rounds (LV) and 
a twenty-one agg at 1800 rounds on a dif- 
ferent barrel have been shot. A ten shot 
200 yard group was fired which mea- 
sured .290 a couple of years ago; this 
was shot with approximately 2000 
rounds through the barrel. This record 
probably fell at the 1987 nationals. 

This same barrel finished 16th in the 
nationals and won at Boone with 3525 
rounds through it. However, | believe it 
needs to be replaced. 

| believe the Pyro-Dux treatment will 
double the effective life of a barrel from 
1200 to 2500 rounds. 

By treating rifle barrels a shooter can 
reduce his barrel cost by fifty percent and 
maintain a longer enjoyable period of 
time on each barrel.

The G&C Wind Flag 

Wind flags, we have come to just about 
completely recognize, are very necessary 
equipment for the shooter who is serious 
about shooting a number of small groups 
on a given day. Alas, things are not quite 
as simple as the mere sticking out in the 
field out front of a number of wind flags; 
the ability to read what the little rascals 
are telling you is a skill that must be devel- 


oped over a period of time. For those who 
do not shoot in competition, and thus 
have missed the highly questionable 
pleasure of watching two or three hun- 
dred wind flags all going bonkers in front 
of you at Super Shoot time ... | would 
urge that a review of Glenn Newick’s arti- 
cle on the subject in the July, 1987 issue 
be undertaken. It’s pretty basic stuff... 
but it is occasionally desirable to return to 
areview of basics. . . foreveryone. Many, 
if not most, of our top level competition 
shooters have their own wind flags at the 
matches, and have used them long 
enough to have a good idea what is being 
indicated. 

Don Geraci, twice Benchrest Shooter 
of the Year, is a name that usually is right 
up there with the big boys, at or near the 
top of the listings of the major matches. 
The gentleman considers wind flags to be 
very important, and to have contributed a 
lot to his string of successes at major 
matches. Sometimes at Super Shoot you 
will see Don, arms crossed, between re- 
lays when he is not scheduled to be on the 
firing line, just studying what the flags out 
front of the firing line are doing. He ain't 
out there improving his sun-tan! 

The flags that Don is currently using 
were developed and refined over an eight 
year period. They are assembled with as

much care and as much precision as the 
rest of his equipment. Don is now making 
these flags for those who would like to be- 
come more serious about their shooting, 
both in matches and in practice ses- 
sions. 

The flag assembly is mounted on a 
quality photo light stand. The stand is in 
four sections, which can be extended up 
to a height of eight feet. The stand will go 
as low as about three feet. This three- 
foot-to-eight-foot range is an important 
factor when range topographics are not 
very level; Council Cup is a good example. 
You will want your flags up near the line of 
flight of the bullet on a hilly range, but be 
the range sloping or level, it is a rule book 
requirement that the flag be below the line 
of fire, even for the lower level sighter tar- 
get. The legs of the stand spread widely, 
and offer excellent stability. For best re- 
sults the shaft of the stand should be set 
up as straight as possible. 

To the top of the light stand has been 
added a brass and aluminum piece which 
fits the flag assembly with minimum toler- 
ances. It is made of brass, and held to the 
rod with a set screw. The forward end of 
the rod has an adjustable brass counter 
balance, adjustable to offset any changes 
in weight if the three rear ribbons should 
be changed in length or width. Inside the 
center support is a ball which offers the 
lowest level of friction when matched with 
the lower shaft; this gives very quick reac- 
tion of the flag to slight changes in wind di- 
rection. The flag assembly is very light 
and quick, and the results of a large wind 
direction changes are quickly dampened 
out. 

One side of the flag fin is painted bright 
green the other side is red. The bearing 
surfaces should be kept dry and clean, 
and as related earlier, the stand should be 
erected as straight as possible for best re- 
sults. The complete flag assembly is 
priced at $75.00; the light stand alone is 
priced at $25.00.

The removal of all burrs from the inside 
of the case flash hole by chamfering was 
first thought about back in 1961, and a 
tool was developed for the purpose by the 
guy who got me started in benchrest com- 
petition, Larry Engelbrecht. Along about 
1978 the late Al Angerman and | were 
jointly working on a number of projects to 
see what we could learn about primer uni- 
formity. | can remember Al’s testing to 
see what the burrs around the inside of 
the case flash hole did to heat distribu- 
tion, and if their removal improved primer 
performance. He was able to come up 
with solid proof, via photos, that burr re- 
moval improved primer performance. 
There are a number of these tools on the 
market today. 

One such tool is made by Sinclair Inter- 
national, Inc. This tool will last a life time, 
and is designed so that no more than the 
required amount of brass will be removed. 
It has a centering cone which also acts as 
a stop, so that each chamfered hole will 
be the same if cases are first trimmed to 
the same length. . . plus or minus any dif- 
ferences in case web thickness. 

The deluxe deburring tool is a quick and 
easy way to remove the burrs, and have 
every case end with the same degree of 
deburring and chamfering in a safe man- 
ner, with no chance of removing exces- 
sive brass in the critical web area. The 
price is $13.75.

Dunhams Bay, 
as well as Council Cup can be real stink- 
ers in this respect during the first few re- 
lays of the day, because they face easter- 
ly. Seeing bullet holes in your target can 
be just about impossible under these cir- 
cumstances. 

The sun shield is a well made, quality 
piece of work.

The new record was 
set at the range of the Original Pennsylva- 
nia 1000 Yards Benchrest Club Inc., Wil- 
liamsport, Pa. The new record eclipsed 
the old mark of 5.093 inches, set in 1980 
by Rick Taylor. 

The first nine shots went into a 3.125 
inch grouping; the tenth shot “flyer” 
opened up the group to the eventual 
4.375 measurement. Mr. Chronister, a 19 
year shooting veteran, decided that con- 
ditions looked pretty good when they said 
“commence fire”, and rapped ten record 
shots downrange in about two minutes 
flat. 

The new record was set with a 30X 378 
(long version). The load was 100 grains of 
H570 powder, Sierra Match King 250 
grain bullets, and 215 Federal primers. 
The action of the rifle is not specified. A 
Hart 1-10 twist barrel, and 1.350” diame- 
ter was used. Stocking was by Al Houser 
of Hart Rifle Barrels, and gunsmithing 
was by Howard Wolfe of Mifflinburg, Pa. 
and Gene Graybill of Columbia, Pa. The 
barrel was glued into a steel block.

So many times ... when making up a 
competition rifle of one sort or another 

. the thought will go through my head 

. . “Don’t these people ever look at what 
we are doing in benchrest?” 

On the other side of the coin, we cannot 
become too smug in our thinking along 
this particular line of thought. We don’t 
do much experimenting these days ... 
we’re inclined to assemble a 6PPC along 
established lines and that’s as close as 
we come to experimenting ... using a 
“wildcat” cartridge. Other worlds of 
shooting continue to wrestle with techni- 


cal problems in their experiments, and it. 


is always useful to keep an eye on what 
they are accomplishing. 

What follows is a brief story about a 
problem that came up in making a new 
wildcat case for modern day Schuetzen 
rifle competition. It was the first time that 
this particular problem had hit our shop, 
and | thought that you might be interest- 
ed in the tale. 


For lack of a more descriptive expres- 
sion we will elect to describe the phenom- 
enon of movement in copper alloys as... 
“memory”. 

The problem came to the attention of 
one of our clients, Joe Greene, when he 
was doing his original work on acase, the 
.30-357 Maximum, Green Schuetzen 
round. The problem was in the front .015- 
.032 of the case. When its neck was 
turned to size, that front area was several 
.001s thinner than the rest of the neck. 

When the original .357 Maximum case 
hit the internal shoulder in the sizing die it 
immediately changed directions. Previ- 
ously that section of brass had been sim- 
ply going “forward”. . .arelatively simple 
thing to remember for a section of brass, | 
would think. Now, suddenly itis asked to 
change its entire life style. There’s a little 
bend on the inside of this sizing die that 
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Geo. M. Fullmer 


wants that section of brass to stop think- 
ing “forward” ... and now wants it to 
start thinking “30 degree shoulder”. A 
rather traumatic event for that section of 
brass, I’m sure. | mean, what if somebody 
suddenly wanted to run YOU into a die, 
and have you come out of it with your 
neck at a 30 degree angle? How happy 
about the whole idea would you be? Back 
to the case problems. See drawings 
#1A, 1B and 1C.

as well as its angular direction, which causes the neck of the 


case to form with a distinct radius over its neck length. 
If we use an expander ball to relieve the neck radius, the end of the case will expand 
excessively.

In working with the .30-357 Greene, 
one of our group, Paul Orsolini, found 
that if the case was SIZED FIRST ... 
THEN an expander ball was pushed in 
from the front .. . the work hardening of 
the case neck caused it to act on the 
brass “memory”, which expanded the 
radiused area, and the memory kept the 
mouth area with less expansion. At times 
it has been necessary to size and expand 
the case twice. . . each time the expand- 
er enters from the front. AFTER the case 
has been sized . . . not before. 

With a proper sized mandrel on your 
case neck turning tool, a nice close fit, 
one is able to neck turn his brass with a 
nice, even wall thickness, and no varia- 
tions in the wall.

Dear Mr. Brennan: 

I've been meaning to write you for 
some time thanking you for your efforts 
as editor of P.S. It is read from cover to 
cover every month then dug out months 
later and perused again. I’ve been a sub- 
scriber almost from the beginning, start- 
ing in the late 50’s to the present. 

I'll give you a rundown on my personal 
experiences. First, I’ve been in this gun 
game for over forty years, mostly in cast 
bullets. I’m not a bench shooter per se, 
but use it only for testing. | guess you 
could call me an experimenter. I’m not a 
collector just for the enjoyment of owning 
several guns, and | do own several. | be- 
lieve in shooting what | have and they get 
hard use. 

| started making .22 cal. jacketed bul- 
lets back in 1954 using Sierra and 
Kampen jackets. These were used strict- 
ly for varmints. Gave that up until 1970 
when | went into making jacketed hunting 
bullets (Barnes Bullets). Five years later 
we sold out. In spite of what Col. Askins 
wrote in the AMERICAN RIFLEMAN, we 
did not go bankrupt. We built the busi- 
ness from 65,000 the first year to over 
250,000 the fourth year. Not bad for two 
old men. | wasn’t so old at the time, but 
sure felt like it. 

| went into bullet mould making on a 
custom basis in 1975 and made 3,000 
bullet moulds from the fall of 1975 to 
spring of 1985. In conjunction with mould 
making | also made all the tools and ma- 
chines to produce cut rifled barrels for

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BOLT GUNS VERSUS GAS GUNS 


Dear Dave 

In our last phone conversation we were 
talking about the always present question 
in big-bore shooting equipment today . . . 
whether to choose a bolt gun or a gas gun 
for your match shooting rifle. As | recall 
. .. you made some sort of wistful remark 
about wishing that you had a similar ques- 
tion in the benchrest world to run articles 
about. 

| thought that | might share some of my 
thoughts on this little issue with you. My 
opinions, my thoughts, may be right, they 
may (even) be wrong . . . | make no claim 
of divine guidance in my conclusions (Edi- 
tor: knock of the humility stuff, Beaudoin. 
All of the PS staff writers have long ago 
come to realize how relatively useless hu- 
mility could be to a writer). 

| prefer a bolt gun to a gas gun for a 
number of reasons. First, and it’s a big 
one, the bolt gun gives you more versatili- 
ty in bullet weight and loads when you are 
attempting to achieve maximum accura-

cy. Reason two, tight neck reamers can 
be used by the gunsmith in bolt action ri- 
fles to pick up just a bit more accuracy at 
the longer ranges. Finally, I’m just plain 
too lazy to hunt for brass thrown in the 
1:00 - 2:00 o'clock area by a gas gun. 
Heck, | never could find all the brass that 
my match grade M1 used to throw 
around, and that was relatively large 
30-06 hulls. The .308 is smaller yet, and 
for comparison, the .223 is downright di- 
minutive. It would seem to me that the gas 
gun shooter who is shooting .223 caliber 
should invest in either a metal detector or 
a blood hound with a nose for brass. 
The main purpose behind this letter is 
to share some thoughts on shooting a 
bolt rifle with a shooter who is new to the 
big bore game. | am going to use as an ex- 
ample for this discussion a customer of 
mine who has been shooting a bolt gun 
this season. He has been shooting for two 
years now, using the M1A that he broke 
into the game with; he had been shooting 
at Marksman level, finally getting to 
Sharpshooter. He approached me about 
building a bolt rifle for him. This gentle- 
man was kind of unusual in his order... 
he told me to build the rifle the way that | 
thought it should be built, period. A gun- 
smith gets an order like that about once in 
a decade . . . maybe longer. Possibly it’s 
just as well this way ... most gunsmiths 
getting such an order have some sort of a 
seizure... Or pass out. . .or something. | 
myself had shortness of breath, and pal- 
pitations, for a week after this order.

This particular shooter was left hand- 
ed, and did not want a right hand action. 
This is about the only reason that | can 
think of to work with an action other than 
the Winchester Model 70, which is my fa- 
vorite basis for a match rifle. | used a Rem- 
ington 700 left hand action, an Atkinson 
.307 barrel in 10 twist (for long range 
shooting at 600 and 1000 yards) and a 
Chuck Byers design stock with my own 
adjustable buttplate (in/out - up/down). 
The shooter, with his new rifle, went from 
Sharpshooter in February of 1987 to 
Master in mid-July. 

I'm not saying this to establish that the 
gun | built for him is a great gun. . . obvi- 
ously the darn thing shoots well, but 
that’s not the point. What is the point is 
that the guy worked his tail off to accom- 
plish what he did. When he first got the 
gun he would practice for three hours a 
day. He had never shot a bolt gun, and this 
was all quite new to him. He shot, at least 
once a week, and very often twice a week, 
the whole course of fire (200, 300 and 600 
yards). He found that his biggest problem 
was the longer ranges. | coached him on 
position, delivery methods, and loading 
procedures. He was a good student. At 
present he is shooting mid 190s in prac- 
tice, often enough turning in a 197 or 198 
with six to ten Xs. Consistent position 
seems to be his stumbling block. You’ve 
got tobe able. . . from day to day, week to 
week ... duplicate your position so that 
your sight zero does not change much. 
This requires a lot of attention to detail; 
sling tension, position of the buttplate on 
the shoulder, many things enter into this. 
In the case of adjusting buttplates, the 
length of pull and drop must be the same 
each time. The placement of your cheek 
on the cheepiece affects how you look 
into the rear sight. Rear sight alignment 
and how clean you break each shot af- 
fects shot placement. Being able to pick 
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up the prevalent conditions for the day 
also can affect where your group will be. 
Probably one of the most important as- 
pects of this game is your ability to call 
your shot. A new shooter should not be 
required to give a value at first; only direc- 
tion (3 o’clock, 90’clock, etc.). As you pick 
up experience you will be able to, most of 
the time, correctly tell what the value will 
be. 

Knowing when your trigger will break 
the shot is also very helpful in shooting 
good scores. | think that Glenn Zediker 
explained this aspect of shooting very 
well. Bolt gunners usually use less trigger 
pull than gas guns. Most of my customers 
use a two pound pull. | try to get them to 
break from 30 to 36 ounces consistent- 
ly. 
Finally, you can only shoot as well as 
your ammo will shoot. | favor working up 
loads for each individual rifle. | try to head- 
space each rifle the same, and so far I’ve 
been successful, but | cannot control the 
characteristics of each individual barrel, 
and | believe that each individual barrel is 
a law unto itself. | favor Bonanza 
benchrest reloading dies for short range 
(200 and 300 yards) and a separate set of 
dies for long range (600 to 1000 yards). | 
have had good success with modified Bo- 
nanza BR dies, however at present I’ve 
adopted a benchrest technique of using 
hand dies for my long range brass. | made 
my own sizing die (cut with my chamber 


reamer, and using a sizing button), anda 


Wilson chamber type seater. | do not own 
one, but | borrowed a case spinner, and | 
know that my long range cases run out 
from .0005 to .0015. My short range stuff 
(which is LC Match brass full length sized) 
will run about .003-.004. | do not sort my 
short range brass, and I’m sure that | do 
lose some accuracy in neglecting that 
process. The reason behind that decision 
is that I’m still new in the gunsmithing 
business, and right now | just can’t afford 
to cull 30 to 60 percent of my brass. In ad- 
dition, at this present point in time, |do not 
consider myself good enough to really 
take advantage of the practice of culling 
short range brass. | do however take a dif- 
ferent view of my long range brass. Only 
the best, most consistent, neck will do. | 
treat my best long range brass just about 
the same way that a miser treats his gold. 
| use Norma 30-06 brass formed to .308 to 
achieve a closer neck-to-wall tolerance, 
and of course neck turned for uniform 
neck tension. | also set up the round to 
jam into the rifling. I've never heard this 
reasoning before, so I'll share it with you. 
The ejector on an over-the-course big 
bore target rifle tries to push the shell into 
the five o’clock position (or thereabouts) 
... SO that your loaded round is starting 
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off on the wrong foot by not being proper- 
ly aligned in the chamber. By jamming the 
rifling, and running a lighter than normal 
neck tension, the bullet is off to a straight- 
er start. Does that make sense? In any 
event | have proven to myself that there is 
an improvement. (Editor: everyone in 
benchrest who plays with .30 caliber from 
time to time has their bullets jamming the 
lands, not off them. | would like to see 
some of the big bore shooters try some of 
our lighter weight .30 caliber bullets at the 
short ranges. I’m thinking about bullets in 
the 125-135 grain weight range, as made 
by SG and GTB bullets). 

Here’s hoping that you found some of 
these thoughts to have their points of in- 
terest.

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THE HISTORY OF SCHUETZEN COMPETITION 
IN THE UNITED STATES 


The term Schuetzen probably needs 
some clarification in that most American 
shooters are unfamiliar with the nature of 
a Schuetzenverein or Schuetzen rifle. A 
Schuetze is a rifle sharpshooter, but the 
term comes from the word for defense, or 
protection, which was the purpose of the 
original Schuetzen-Guilds almost a mil- 
lennium ago. Early guilds that used bows 
were outlawed in Europe by the nobility 
because the bow allowed silent poaching 
on land that was not public domain. The 
advent of the crossbow, with its improved 
accuracy, range, and the ability to pene- 
trate armor, gave the foot soldier a new 
status. Shooting societies became effec- 
tive and legal means of defense and at- 
tack. The ability to shoot accurately grew 
to be valued by the nobility and shooting 
guilds gained legal status. 

The invention of firearms made the sol- 
dier even more effective and the shooting 
guilds grew in power and prestige, stag- 
ing great regional festivals that were ac- 
companied by dancing, drinking and gen- 
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eral merriment. Weapons were shot both 
at targets, some of which in later times 
were paintings preserved in memory of 
the event, and at wooden eagles atop a 
pole; the Vogelschiessen. The latter 
stems from pre-Christian Germanic tradi- 
tion, and both traditions have survived to 
the present. 

Despite a considerable immigration of 
Germans to this country earlier in the last 
century, the tradition of target shooting 
did not come with them then. The influ- 
ence that those Germans (and Swiss, 
Austrians, Prussians, etc.) had on Ameri- 
can shooting sports was only in the intro- 
duction of the rifled Jaeger hunting arm to 
this continent and its subsequent influ- 
ence on the evolution of the Pennsylvania 
rifle. The real influx of German-speaking 
immigrants began in 1848 as a result of 
social unrest in Europe. They brought 
with them the best craftsmen, artisans, 
and intellectuals, who in turn brought 
their societies. They introduced to Ameri- 
can culture the Turnvereins, or societies 
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of gymnasts; Saengerchors, or men’s 
singing societies; and the Schuet- 
zenvereins, or shooting clubs. All of them 
involved the drinking of great amounts of 
beer, which made the immigrant groups 
targets of suspicion in the eyes of rela- 
tively puritanical Americans. The suspi- 
cion later would become political and viru- 
lent. 

The early Schuetzen — or sharpshoot- 
er — societies in this country maintained 
most of the traditions from the old coun- 
try, such as wearing uniforms and march- 
ing from town to the shooting park before 
Schuetzen-Fests. Several times each 
year, between regular weekly practice 
shoots, they would hold weekend festi- 
vals of several days’ duration climaxed by 
a banquet and dance and the awarding of 
cash and merchandise prizes. Once each 
year they would hold a “King Match,” usu- 
ally of one shot each at a painted target, 
from which the shooter with the shot clos- 
est to the center would emerge as King of

the festival and preside over the culminat- 
ing festivities with his choice of Queen. 
When local Vereins got together for 
tournaments of regional Schuetzen- 
Bunds, or sharpshooters unions, the fes- 
tivals would last several days and entail 
even more lavish convivialities and prizes, 
sometimes of $20,000; a considerable 
sum in the last century when hourly 
wages were measured in pennies. This 
shooting for prizes caused some prob- 
lems in this century and disqualified many 
superb and otherwise amateur marks- 
men from competing in Olympic rifle com- 
petition. It is one reason why early Ameri- 
can Olympic free rifle teams were 
selected from the military rather than 
from the ranks of civilian Schuetzen who 
had been shooting that way all along. 

The advent of the first American 
Schuetzenverein was probably in 1846 
when the’ Philadelphia Schuet- 
zengesellschaft was founded, although 
there is considerable controversy about 
this in the sporting literature. Soon after 
than, others were founded in Baltimore in 
1851, Highland, Illinois in 1853, and Dav- 
enport, lowa in 1854. 
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Virtually every town with any German 
population had its own Verein and in their 
heyday after the Civil War there were hun- 
dreds across the country. Their confeder- 
ation into regional Bunds gave impetus to 
the Schuetzen movement, although no 
one organization was able to bring the 
sport into the kind of national unity that 
the NRA achieved with military shooting. 
Such attempts were plagued with region- 
al disagreements so that there were ten 
Bunds in this country from 1863 to 1931, 
when the Central Sharpshooters Union 
held its last Bundesfest in Davenport, 
lowa. The descriptions of tournaments 
and festival activities read like World’s 
Fair reports, with many hundreds of 
shooters, spectators, and barrels of beer 
consumed. They were major sporting 
events of the time and received wide ac- 
claim from the newspapers. 

The Schuetzen movement in this cen- 
tury, being of German origin, suffered the 
same public vilification as other German 
organizations as a result of anti-German 
sentiment during the two World Wars, 
when family names were changed from 
Schmidt to Smith, and German books 
were publicly burned. The wars gave new 
life to NRA military marksmanship pro- 
grams which took the place of 
Schuetzenfests, and the press of ex- 
panding population in cities crowded out 
the traditional Schuetzenparks that for- 
merly were at the outskirts of urban 
areas. The only Schuetzenbund that sur- 
vived WWI was the Central Sharpshoot- 
ers Union in the Midwest. Some local 
Vereins survived by becoming American- 
ized. Only in Texas were there active 
German-American clubs beyond 
mid-century, and those had evolved in 
their traditions to allow any kind of rifle 
shot offhand from a muzzle rest. 

The total decline in Schuetzen offhand 
shooting after WWI was prevented partly 
by Chris Westergaard in lowa, who domi- 
nated that kind of shooting in the Mid- 
west. He established the American 
Smallbore Indoor Record Matches in 
1919, recognizing that the use of rimfire 
rifles allowed shooters to continue to 
compete at the more available shorter

ranges. They also held postal matches so 
that shooters could fire at local ranges 
without having to travel the great distanc- 
es to attend tournaments. These match- 
es were quite successful and were the 
reason that many older Schuetzen rifles 
were converted to rimfire. A remnant of 
these matches still exists in the 100-shot 
offhand Chris Westergaard Match in East 
Wallingford, CT. 

From 1937 until World War Il there was 
a brief resurgence of Schuetzen interest 
with an organization in Ohio called the 
Schuetzen Association, which also 
staged regular postal matches, but with 
centerfire rifles. This interest was revived 
in 1948 with the formation of the Ameri- 
can Single Shot Rifle Association in Indi- 
ana, which today has nearly 500 mem- 
bers and sponsors regular 
shoulder-to-shoulder matches in Indiana 
and local matches of both offhand and 
benchrest competition using traditional 
Schuetzen rifles and plain-base lead bul- 
lets. In 1982 the Coors Brewing Company 
in Colorado staged the first national 
Schuetzenfest with big-money prizes in 
over 50 years. 

The American Schuetzen tradition has 
evolved away from its European fore- 
bears in that the ASSRA practices the 
kind of shooting from the 50 years around 
the turn of the century. It is frozen in time 
and allows no further evolution to thumb- 
hole stocks and high-speed jacketed bul- 
lets. Otherwise, it would be free rifle com- 
petition. Some clubs, notably in Texas, 
have evolved beyond that time frame to 
their own form of rest shooting, and oth- 
ers that were founded by immigrants 
since World War Il also deviate from that 
tradition by shooting only rimfire rifles at 
wooden eagles. Even in Europe the tradi- 
tion had changed to a military emphasis 
during the Hitler years, and to rimfire com- 
petition after the war, with an emphasis 
on the convivialities rather than the 
shooting. In the German Democratic Re- 
public, the reason for being of any shoot- 
ing sport is military preparedness and an 
attempt to glorify the political system by 
winning in international competition. One 
reason that Europe no longer pursues the 
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same traditions that gave birth to the 
American movement is that they no long- 
er have the old Schuetzen rifles, which ei- 
ther were destroyed by the Allies or taken 
out of the country as war booty. There are 
now more German Schuetzen rifles in this 
country than in Germany. 

The Schuetzen tradition, on the other 
hand, was one of offhand shooting and 
the rifles that were used were of Europe- 
an design. Many had false muzzles and 
heavy barrels but had more drop to the 
stocks than bench guns. Since the trigger 
hand did not play a role in supporting the 
rifle, but merely was rested against the 
side near the triggers, the rifles had intri- 
cate finger levers to support that hand. 
The buttplate had an extended lower arm 
which was cradled in the armpit to coun- 
teract the weight of the heavy barrel. Eu- 
ropean offhand rifles had only the lower 
buttplate extension because they some- 
times fired upward at the wooden eagle, 
and an upper prong would dig into the 
shoulder, while the American tradition 
was always at level targets and two 
prongs provided stability. In the 1880's, 
American Schuetzen rifles usually had 
palm rests for support with the left hand, 
and in the 1890’s telescopes became 
common. 

The two traditions came together in 
that offhand rifles had to be made to 
shoot accurately, and that was done from 
the shooting bench. Every accurate rifle 
has to be mated with the proper bullet, lu- 
bricant, and powder charge in order to re- 
alize its potential, by eliminating the 
human error in holding in the benchrest 
position. The two traditions thus comple- 
mented each other although offhand 
competition was the end to which 
benchrests were the means. Today, 
these two facets of accurate shooting are 
separate sports but offhand riflemen still 
‘work up loads’ on the shooting bench. 
The quest of both facets, however, still is 
accurate shooting. 

Historically, the quest for accuracy has 
come from civilian shooters rather than 
the military, who considered it the duty of 
the foot soldier to fill the air with lead, de- 
spite the exploits of the Minuteman of the 
Revolutionary War and Berdan’s Raiders 
in the Civil War. Even the NRA had difficul- 
ty in changing that concept in its early 
days. Rifle matches with flint and percus- 
sion rifles used to be shot from a rest over 
alog at acharcoal blackened board witha 
piece of paper tacked to it, or at a char- 
coaled X at 20 rods distance. These chal- 
lenged both the shooters and his equip- 
ment and were the forerunners of 
benchrest competition. With the inven- 
tion of the percussion cap around 1813, 
and the false muzzle in 1840, rifles were 
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designed especially for rest shooting at 
an increased range of 40 rods (220 yards). 
These rifles were heavy-barreled, without 
forearm, but with adjustable sights, false 
muzzle and bullet starter; the first 
benchrest rifles. The first benchrest club 
was at Vernon, Vermont; the National 
Rifle Club, which existed from 1858 to 
1896 and had noted rifle makers, such as 
Norman Brockway, among its members. 
The club developed muzzle loading accu- 
racy to its full potential until the breech 
loading rifle surpassed that potential. The 
Massachusetts Rifle Association at its fa- 
mous Walnut Hill Range near Boston held 
weekly benchrest and offhand matches 
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with single shot rifles that resembled the 
muzzle loaders except in their ignition 
systems. Rifles with barrels by makers 
such as Schoyen, Peterson, Zischang 
and Pope at Walnut Hill and other ranges 
set records for accuracy that were une- 
qualed until after WWII and those rifles 
still are fired in benchrest matches of the 
American Single Shot Rifle Association. 

The American Schuetzen rifle even 
today is usually of 32-40 or 38-55 caliber 
because those straight-sided cases are 
well suited to the use of wads to keep the 
reduced smokeless powder charge 
against the primer. Some shooters shoot

fixed ammunition with bullet seated into 
the case, but most breechseat their bul- 
lets directly into the barrel throat by 
means of a dummy cartridge fitted with a 
plunger to push the bullet forward. This 
eliminates the possibility of the bullet tip- 
ping when it jumps to meet the rifling on 
ignition but requires rather soft lead and 
relatively quick burning powder (such as 
DuPont 4227 or 4759) to upset the bullet 


into the rifling. A single cartridge case is 
de- and recapped at the firing range, load- 
ed from a powder measure and inserted 
into the chamber behind the bullet in the 
same rotational orientation with each 
shot. Most shooters use a modification of 
the Pope decapping tool which allows a 
feel for the pressure with which the primer 
is seated. A few shooters still use the 
technique of seating the bullet from the 
muzzle by means of a bullet seater, false 
muzzle, and ramrod. That prevents the 
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base from being deformed by the rifling in 
that the ‘fins’ of lead that the rifling dis- 
places are facing forward rather than 
backward at the perimeter of the base. 
These are time-tested techniques and 
give excellent results, and also allow lei- 
surely shooting because the whole load- 
ing process is a slow one. 

Present-day Schuetzen competition is, 
of course, much less popular than it was 
during its golden age near the turn of the 
century because it is a second-generation 
sport, much as black powder shooting is 
the offspring of an earlier tradition. The 
ASSRA is the parent organization to sev- 
eral other state and local groups from 
New York to California. No longer are 
there dances and formal banquets and 
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the ambient language is no longer Ger- 
man, but there is no lack of convivialities 
at the matches. Events now are both off- 
hand and benchrest, with the only stipula- 
tion that traditional dropping block rifles 
be used that fire lead bullets without jack- 
ets or gas checks ‘in the spirit of the old 
days.’ Many shooters build their own ri- 
fles along traditional lines, using barrels 
made by barrelmakers who challenge the 
skills of the masters of the past. Other 
gunsmiths manufacture sights, levers, 
and buttplate castings to convert old sin- 
gle shot actions to Schuetzen rifles or 
adapt them to modern actions such as the 
Ruger No. 1, or those made by the Falling 
Block Works. This eliminates the problem 
of finding original rifles, which are becom- 
ing highly prized by collectors. A few 
shooters use German Schuetzen rifles, 
and even in Germany there are hints of a 
resurgence of this time-bound sport with 
some firms manufacturing again tradi- 
tional rifles in the 8.15x46R caliber. The 
Coors Schuetzenfest seems to indicate 
that the tradition will regain a national 
popularity with the ancient premise that 
shooting matches also should be festive 
affairs. The other inherent premise is that 
the Schuetzen sport is a quest for accura- 
cy and its control in the most difficult of 
shooting positions.

As our season winds down to an end 
there are a few matters of importance you 
should be aware of. The association at- 
tempted to gain some input at the Varmint 
Nationals as to why attendance has de- 
clined at practically every IBS group 
shooting event this season. The request 
for ideas along these lines was a misera- 
ble failure. No responses were received 
and we are still at a loss to explain the de- 
cline in attendance though we do have 
some possible reasons in mind our- 
selves. 

| have received a few complaints about 
our National Group Championships being 
split between Dunhams Bay and Council 
Cup. Some stated that friends of theirs at- 
tended neither because they could not af- 
ford the expense and vacation time to at- 
tend both. Those complaining implied 
that IBS was at fault and was not looking 
out for the best interest of the competi- 
tors. My response to this has consistently 
been that the association did not make 
the decision to split the Nationals but 
rather the host ranges made it by stipulat- 
ing the terms under which they would ac- 
cept the matches. There were no other 
ranges bidding on these events so IBS 
had to accept the terms of the ranges. For 
this reason and to prevent dissatisfaction

ganization recognized that in order to 
make ours a legitimate sport, it would 
have to be practiced all over the globe.

This 
excellent slate of candidates is the sole 
product of a nominating committee made 
up of Rick Hornbeck and Brian Rubright.

classes. If coaching is to be permitted 
the shooter being coached should 
not be eligible for awards. 

Require all ranges to have a phone on 
site, even if IBS has to pay for it. 

At the 200/300 yard championships 
the competitors must have a choice 
of shooting either Heavy Bench or 
Light Varmint and combining it with 
Heavy Varmint for a 2 Gun Agg. 


. Acrossfire will be assessed a quarter 


minute of angle penalty for each shot 
crossfired. 

In order to avoid partiality being 
shown to some IBS should designate 
one match or date as amemorial to all 
deceased benchresters. : 


. Due to the fact that many members 


are avoiding matches where pre- 
payment is required, the following is 
proposed: Instead of pre payment a 
written “Declaration of Intent to At- 
tend” is the only requirement for 
avoiding the late registration penal- 
ty. 

The following recommendation be 
adopted and directed to all clubs and 
ranges: Male and female compan- 
ions of the same household who 
compete at the same match be al- 
lowed to pay one-half fee for one per- 
son. After a suitable period retain or 
rescind if female attendance has not 
increased. 

Varmint Hunter class rules are to be 
changed to allow the use of 12 power 
scopes. (Object: to bring more live 
varmint shooters to the benches.) 
Under current Hunter Class rules a 
competitor may legally shoot a Hunt- 
er Class rifle in both Hunter and Var- 
mint Hunter classes. Change the rule 
to require two different rifles if two 
classes are shot. 

Change the “Creedmore” method of 
tie breaking in score shooting to one 
where the higher number of “X wipe 
outs” is scored higher.

1987 AGENDA ITEMS 


Include in the Score Shooting section 
of the rulebook under Article 6 (Rules 
of Procedure), paragraphh.... “In 
all registered tournaments it shall be 
required that no competitor occupy 
any bench in a relay in which he/she is 
not shooting. With referee permis- 
sion a competitor may use a bench on 
another relay, during warm-up 
ONLY, to get on paper. 
Reword Section V, Paragraph | in the 
rulebook (Protests and Appeals) and 
Article II (Protests) in Score Shooting 
section to read: 
“Any competitor in a registered 
tournament who feels agrieved ata 
decision of the Range Officer or 
referee may, before leaving the 
range on the day the grievance 
arose and upon payment of a pro- 
test fee of $10.00, appeal the deci- 
sion by filing written notice with the 
Range Officer.” The full written 
agreement must be mailed to the 
appropriate committee (Varmint or 
Score) and postmarked within 48 
hours of the match. The statement 
should include:

The appropriate committee will in- 
vestigate the appeal and forward all 
findings to the Executive Board.

Change Light Varmint class to retain 
all current statistics except that cali- 
ber shall be .240 or smaller. 

Change target paper to a better qual- 
ity.

The six day, four gun NBRSA Champi- 
onships were held at the Charlotte, North 
Carolina facility of the Long Creek Rifle 
and Pistol Club, July 27 - August 1, 1987. 
A total of 109 shooters fired all four guns 

. and after six days of a Carolina hot- 
spell, they could be found, wandering 
about, and piteously saying, over and 
over again ... “nevermore”. It should 
however be pointed out that they said the 
same thing at the end of last years four- 
gun; most of these characters like to get 
dramatic about what they just did, that’s 
all. A total of 155 shooters completed the 
three gun agg, and 160 shooters finished 
the two gun. 

In the unlimited class, where the 
NBRSA fires eight 10-shot groups at 100 
yards the first day, and the same course 
at 200 yards the following day, Don 
Geraci took the opening day crown at the 
shorter yardage, with a range aggregate 
of .2419, which was characterized by the 
one poor group that virtually everyone 
had ... and seven good groups. To be 
exact, the eight groups were: .190, .392, 
.302, .249, .176, .256, .239, and .131. 
Lowell Frei was second, with a .2671 (and 
a .413 bad group), and Jerry Masker was 
third, with a .2780, and his bad group of 
.370. Tony Boyer took fourth with a .2854 
agg, and Tony only got as high as a .347 
“bad group”, but never could get that real- 
ly small one that he needed to put himself 
more in the hunt.

PRESIDENT’S 
MESSAGE 


For the benefit of the members who did 
not have the opportunity to attend the 
general membership meeting at Char- 
lotte, NC. and in an effort to answer some 
of the questions that might be in the minds 
of some of the members who attended the 
meeting, the following is a chronological 
sequence of events pertaining to the Au- 
gust editorial in PS.

With this 
in mind a phone call was placed to the edi- 
tor of PS requesting that his editorial and 
questionaire be held up untill we had a 
chance to discuss it at the July meetings. | 
was informed that it would require a new 
August editorial and that time did not per- 
mit that and it would be published as 
scheduled. The editor was asked if he 
would be at the NBRSA nationals and he 
stated that he planned on attending at 
least a portion of the match as some fami- 
ly problems would keep him from attend- 
ing all of the match. 

Not knowing what was going to happen 
| instructed various people to get some 
prices for printing our portion of the mag- 
azine as it was felt that it was important 
that our members receive a monthly mail- 
ing so they could be keep advised as to 
the status of their organization. 

The editor of PS arrived at the nationals 
and a meeting was scheduled. At the 
meeting the editor informed us that as edi- 
tor and business manager of PS it had 
been determined that PS would remove 
the NBRSA and IBS sections of the mag- 
azine from the main portion of the maga- 
zine and mail them as a separate mailing 
to the members of NBRSA and IBS. It 
would appear the questionaire was 
superfical as the decision had all ready 
been made to remove the two associa- 
tions from the magazine.
